It's virtually unheard of. Whenever successful bands from the past reform they invariably 
start trading in nostalgia and become "heritage" acts. No one expects them to grow 
artistically or continue to excel at the same things that brought them popularity in the first 
place, but that's what The Selecter have done ever since the original front pair of Pauline 
Black and Gaps Hendrickson re-launched The Selecter back in 2011, 

In the past few years they've played at major festivals like Coachella, the Isle of Wight 
and Glastonbury, headlined two UK tours and recorded three studio albums, the latest of 
which, Subculture, is mixed by UK dub-mastetftince Fatty. In Octobe^auline and Gaps 
will play fifteen dates with Jools Holland, which include a gala performance at London's 
Royal Albert Hall. 

"We've been going from strength to strength because the reaction to us as a live band 
has been absolutely brilliant everywhere we g^^trys Muline, who's also hosted shows 
on Radio 6 Music and written a critically acclaimed autobiography since reforming The 
Selecter. 

You can't take your eyes off them when they're on stage. The anarchic passion that 
fuelled Selecter gigs during the 2 Tone era, when they toured with the Specials and 
Madness at the peak of their early fame is still there, except the pair seem more 
driven than ever. Their confidence is sky-htyh and they're also writing the best songs 
of their career, which is saying something given the enduring popularity of hits like 
Three Minute Hero, Missing Words and On My Radio.

THE ORIGINAL ACES 


BEAT GOES BANG 

Former drummer of The Beat Everett Morton has set up a new ska group 
called Beat Goes Bang. 

Everett Morton has recruited The Beat's original keyboardist Mickey 
Billingham, along with guitarist Neil Deathridge, who played with the band 
from 2003 until 2010. 

The new group will play Beat records as well as other covers and hope to 
release new material. 

It will mean there are now three bands with original members of the 
1970s group performing its songs, Ranking Roger in The Beat, Dave 
Wakeling in The English Beat and Everett with Beat Goes Bang. 


(backing band of the great Desmond Dekker) 

The group who would become the Aces were orginally named The 
Firestones, consisting of seven members with Carl St Clair as the lead 
singer. The group was ready to go on the road and got signed to a 
management and agency company called Creole Records, based in Kilburn 
High Road, London and run by Bruce White and Tony Cousins. The group 
started working all over Europe, France, Germany, Holland and also here 
in the UK, in clubs and town halls. They were also backing lots of artists 
on stage that came over from Jamaica and were with the same agent 
including Nicky Thomas, Bruce Ruffin, Winston Francis and many more. 
One Saturday night the group were getting ready to go on stage to 
perform, at a club in South Hall, Middlesex, when there was a knock on 
the dressing room door. In walked their agents, Bruce and Tony, 
introducing Leslie Kong who was Desmond's manager, and Desmond 
Dekker. Carl and Desmond gave each other a hug as they previously knew 
each other from Jamaica. The Firestones went on stage and performed 
and after their performance they went back into the dressing room to 



change. During conversation, Carl was approached by Leslie Kong who 
then asked him to join with Desmond as part of the Aces who would also 
include Barry who had previously left Jamaica and was now living in the 
USA. Leslie Kong also asked if the group would be willing to do the 
backing on stage to which the answer was yes. It was not long after Barry 
came over to England that the 1969 song "The Israelites" was released 
and within a few weeks, was sitting at number one in the national chart. 
The rest is history, Desmond Dekker and the Aces went on to be the first 
Black Reggae group to appear on Top of the Pops, also on a television 
programme called The Golden Shot. 


Says Everett. "It's got to be different. There's no race. No competition. 
There are now three Beats." 



The creation of a new band follows a turbulent few years for Everett, who 
broke his knee, severely hindering his playing for some time. 

"I was helping a friend put his caravan away when he fell on me," Everett 
explains. 

"I have got Neil Deathridge and he is a fantastic player. Mickey left The 
Beat after I left." 

"We are doing a lot of Beat songs and other cover songs but when we get 
the foundations sorted, we 
want to make it different 
and write our own 
material." 

The band have also 
recruited key players 
from Birmingham's 
ska, funk and soul 
scenes including bass 
player Faisal Rashid, a 
former member of The Heels 
and vocalist Ross Lydon from 
unsung ska fusionists 360. Tenor sax 
player Lukasz Machometa, a member of 
Citybeats and Urban Groove Syndicate, has 
also been signed up.

WINSTON FRANCIS 


Born in Kingston in 1948, Francis served an apprentice as a printer before 
relocating to Miami at the age of 16. He attended music school, and his 
teacher Chuck Bird arranged for him to perform with the Jackie Gleason 
Orchestra in front of Spiro Agnew in 1965. He then joined Carlos 



Malcolm's Afro Jamaicans band, with whom he toured the USA and the 
Caribbean. He was also a member of The Sheridans (with Pat Kelly) and 
The Mellotones. Winston Francis recorded at the famed Studio One in 
Jamaica where he collaborated with foremost reggae artists including 
Dennis Brown and Bob Marley. In the late 1960s he recorded as a solo 
artist for Clement "Coxsone" Dodd's Studio One label, with his debut 
album Mr. Fix-It released in 1969. This was followed by a second album, 
California Dreaming in 1971, with the title track released as a single and 
chosen as 'Hit Pick of the Week' for two weeks running by Tony Blackburn 
on his BBC Radio 1 show. The single's B-side, 'Too Experienced", featured 
backing vocals from Bob Marley and Bunny Wailer. He relocated to the UK 
that year. He toured the UK club circuit and recorded for EMI in the 
1970s. 

After a period of inactivity, Francis returned to recording in the early 
1980s, releases including the Roy Cousins-produced Just Once and the 
self-produced Africa. After a break from music when he worked as a 
youth worker and social worker, he returned in 1987 as a backing vocalist 
for The Melodians and began working with Trevor Star and the Skaticians. 
He continued to record in the 1990s, working with Dennis Bovell under 
the name King Cool, and releasing Ragga Love and Sweet Rock Steady, 
and guested on Kelly's 1995 album Butterflies.[2] His version of Ben E 
King's "Stand by Me" was a hit in France, selling over 90,000 copies, 
leading to work with Sly & Robbie and John Kpiaye .In 1997 UB40 
released a version of Winston's song "Mr Fix It" and he performed live 
with them at Wembley. In 2003 he teamed up with fellow veteran AJ 
Franklin to record the album Stand Firm. In 2004 he released the medley 
album Feel Good All Over.ln May 2008 he was inducted into the Reggae 
Music Hall of Fame at the Apollo theatre in New York. He continues to 
tour worldwide to capacity audiences and is due to release a new album in 
collaboration with Prince Fatty. 

We welcome back WINSTON FRANCIS who will be a guesting with THE ACES 
and THE PRESSURE TENANTS.

THE TOASTERS 


The Toasters was one of the first American bands in the third wave of ska, 
and is one of the longest active third wave ska bands. 


They have released nine studio albums most of them on Moon Ska 
Records. The Toasters experienced a small degree of commercial success in 
the late 1990s due to the popularity of third wave ska in North America. 
Their song 'Two-Tone Army" is also the theme song for the Nickelodeon 
show KaBlam! (credited as the Moon Ska Stompers) and they recorded 
background music in many TV commercials, including for America Online 
and Coca-Cola. Their song "Don't Let The Bastards Grind You Down" 
appeared in the pilot episode of the animated series Mission Hill. They still 
perform around the world, and in 2007 they celebrated their 25th 
Anniversary with a new studio album, One More Bullet 












KING HAMMOND & SKAVILLE UK 

Nick Welsh aka King Hammond is grammy award winning musician. He 
has worked with legends Prince Buster, Laurel Aitken, Rico and Judge 
Dread. He has also worked on projects with Jake Burns (SLF), JJ Burnel 
(The Stranglers), Bruce Foxton (The Jam), Dave Wakeling (The Beat), 
Roddy Radiation (The Specials) and Pauline Black (The Selecter). Was in 
Bad Manners and The Selecter.

MARK FOGGO 

Beginning his music career in Amsterdam in 1979, Foggo became a 
prominent figure in Europe's post-2-Tone ska scene, most notably with his 
band Mark Foggo’s Skasters, formed in 1987. Foggo's music, which he 
describes as "modern, bizarre, non-influenced, up tempo ska", is 
characterised by his observational and darkly comic lyricism, as well as 
his manic and boisterous stage personality.Skabour welcomes Mark Foggo. 


He recently contributed "Friday Night, Saturday Morning" to "Specialized" 
a compilation album of contemporary bands takes on Specials songs with 
the proceeds going to the Teenage Cancer Trust.
